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STOCK RAISERS AND FARMERS 


WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE 
LISTENS TO EXPERTS. 


Fruit Growers Want a Tariff on For- 
eign Fruits—Cattlemen Ask for 
Protection. 


Washington, January 5.—The seventh 
day’s session of the ways and means com- 
mittee found the room well filled with those 
interested in the agricultural schedule. in- 
cluding live animals, dairy products, fruits, 
fish, meats, ete. 

There were two opinions among the cat- 
tlemen. Those interested in bringing Mexi- 
can cattle into the United States told the 
committee that their business had been 
killed by the McKinley tariff, but under 
the Wilson bill it was revived. They ar- 
gued that the importation of Mexican cat- 
tle had been of great benefit to Kansas and 
Nebraska farmers by affording them a 
market for their surplus grain and pas- 
turage. 

Representative Curtis, of Kansas, repre- 
senting the principal cattle districts of 
that state, asked for a duty of $10 per head 
on cattle one-year-old and over and of $2 
per head on those below Tne 
Kansas raisers and feeders, he said, were 
injured and not benefited by the importa- 
tion of Mexican cattle. It prevented them 
from raising stock themselves: If the duiy 
given by the McKinley law were restored 
the Kansas farmers would undertake to 
raise their share of the caitle of the 
country. They would furnish a better ar- 
ticle without raising the price. 

Kansas farmers also wanted 
duties on all farm products. 

W. P. Sutton, formerly United States 
consul on the Mexican border, asked the 
imposition of a moderate ad valorem duty 
on Mexican cattle. 

T. J. Baker, of Charleston, S. C., and F. 
G. Ernest, of New Orleans, on behalf of 
the rice growers, .asked for a protective 
duty on that product. 

There was a conflict of advices concern- 
ing salt. Salt importers opposed = any 
change in the existing law. Salt producers 

wanted protection. The same diversity of 
opinion was shown in regard to fish. Im- 
porters wanted no additions to the present 
duties. Fishermen asked for increased du- 
ties according to a which they 
presented. 

New York florists asked’ for higher duties 
on their products.

| church, 


PRIEST MOBBED 


BY ANGRY POLES 


Father Bogacki’s Refusal Te Celebrate a 
Mass Causes Trouble. 


FOUR MEN SERIOUSLY HURT 


Members of Ccngregation Surrounded 
the Parsonage and Stoned It,

Bay City, Mich., January 6—The §&t. 
Stanislaus Polish church troubles which 
have been agitating the communicants of 
that parish for more than a year, broke 
out afresh today and a riot resulted in 
Which one man was shot and severely in- 
jured and others badly hurt by 
being beaten with clubs. .

The trouble started yesterday 
Father Bogacki, the priest of St. 
laus parish, refused to celebrate mass over 
the remains of a member of St. Michael’s 
Society. He also refused to give up the 
banner of the society, wnich was in the 
and a riot ‘was only averted at 
that time by the priest delivering the ban- 
ner to the infuriated Poles. 

The warring faction held a mass meet- 
Ing last night and decided to reopen the 
war. Shortly after 10 o’clock this morning 
a mob began to gather about the church 
and parsonage. They demanded that Father 
Bogacki and his bodyguard leave the 
building, which the priest refused to do. 
Then the mob attacked the parsonage. 
The handful of police which had been sta- 
tioned about the house were powerless. 

A fustlade of bricks, clubs and 
every handy -missile was direc®@l against 
the house. An attempt was made to break 
in the front door, when Officer Fitzgerald, 
who was on duty inside the house, fired at 
the leader, Joseph Barthowak, two bullets 
striking him, one in the neck and the other 
in the breast. In the meantime James 
Stazhinski, Joseph Secoki and Alex Yon- 
kowiak, of Father Bogacki’s bodyguard, 
tried to escape by fumping from the win- 
dows. Secokl managed to get away from 
the mob, but Stazhinski and Yonkowjak 
were nearly beaten to death before the 
police could rescue them. 

Father Bogack!i and the rest of his body- 
took refuge in the cellar, where 
they remained until 1 o’clock this after- 
noon, when an agreement was reached 
whereby Father Bogacki and Officer Fitz- 
ger2ld were promised a safe passage if 
they would vacate the house. When the 
priest and officer appeured the latter be. 
came seared and started to run. He was 
clubbed several times over the head but 
managed. to leave the mob behind and 
gave himself up to the authorities at the 
Central station. Bogacki was not molested 
and was driven to St. James parsonage.

Cofer, of Cullman. 

The committee is splendidly balanced 
and there is every reason to believe that 
it will present a bill to the assembly which 
will protect the interests of the miner and 
the mine operator alike. 

The committee left here this afternoon 
for Birmingham and will start from there 
tomorrow on the inspection. The first 
mines it will likely visit will be Blue Creek 
and Blocton. 

Supreme Court Decisions. 

The following decisions were rendered by 
the supreme court today: 

Brickell, C. J.—James W. Lapsley et al., 
executors, etc., v. H. R. Stoughton, ap- 
peal from Anniston city court. Reversed 
and rendered. 

McClellan, J.—Drennen & Co. v. Mercan- 
tile Trust and Deposit Company, appeal 
from Birmingham city court. Reversed 
and remanded, Coleman, J., dissenting. 

Haralson, J.—Alabama Great Southern 
Railroad Company v. H. J. Jackoway, ap- 
peal from DeKalb circuit court. Affirmed. 

The McClellan decision is an exceedingly 
important one. It is a departure from the 
established construction of the point of 
law at issue. In the decision the supreme 
court holds that the lien of a laborer or of 
any person who furnishes material toa de- 
fendant shall -zave a prior Hen for six 
months over any mortgage or bondholder. 
Judge Coleman offered a dissenting opin- 
ion, but the othe® members of the court 
held with Justice McClellan.

Large Supply of Guas and Munitions Set 
en Cuban Soil. 


SYMPATHIZERS ARE HAPPY 


Place of Landing Is Kept a Secret so 
That It May Be Used 
Again. 


Key West, Fla., January 5.—Cubans in 
this city are enthusiastic over the reported 
landing of a large expedition consisting of 
1,048 Mauser rifles, one twelve-pound field 
piece, with 200 shells, 400, 000 rounds of am- 
munition, 200 pounds of dynamite and forty 
men, on the east coast of Cuoa last Sunday 
night. 

Early this merning Ccionzi Nunez, J. E. 
Cartaya and three others came into town. 
It is supposed they were landed from the 
Dauntless and it soon became known that 
the Cubans had received good news. 

Several times last week strange Cubans 
were seer in the city, but they almost 
immediately disappeared. About the same 
time it was rumored that the Three Friends 
had failed in her endeavor to land on the 
Cuban coast and had landed the men and 
ammunition on No Name key, where some 
Other vessel would take them and make an- 
other attempt to land them in Cuba.

THREE FRIENDS ONCE MORE IN 
HANDS OF THE MARSHAL. - 


No Specifications Are Made, but the 
Indications Point To Serious 
Accusations. . 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 5.—(A new 
libel was filed against the steamer Three 
Friends today in the United States court 
by District Attorney Frank Clark. 

In this libel the steamer is not charged 
with violating any particular section of the 
Revised Statutes, and it is possible that 
this omission was for the purpose of 
charging the vessel with piracy. 

In the libel it is alleged that the Three 
Friends was armed and fitted out in the 
port of Fernandina on December 14, 1896, 
with a large amount of stores, rifles, car- 
tridges, machetes, dynamite and a large 
Hotchkiss gun, or cannon. That she. was 
so armed and fitted out for the purpose 
of conducting hostilities against the sub- 
jects, people and property of the king of 
Spain in the island of Cuba. That the 
fitting out was done by John O’Brien, W. 
T. Lewis, John Dunn, J. M. Barrs, H. F. 
Fritol and J. A. Huau, and that on or 
about December 19th, on the high seas, 
the first three named and others unknown 
mounted on the bow of the vessel the 
Hotchkiss gun for the purpose of conduct- 
ing hostilities as aforesaid. 

Tie libel is for the forfeiture of the ves- 
sel to the use of the United States. An 
attachment was at once issued and served 
by the United States marshal, and the 
boat is once more tied up. The district 
attorney claims that the owners will not 
permitted to give bond to secure the 
release of the vessel this time.

Appears Surprised That Any One 
Should Think the Army 
Corrupt. 

Madrid, January 5.—The Imparcial pub- 
lishes a report of an interview had by the 
correspondent of the paper in Havana with 
Captain General Weyler. 

General Weyl!er is quoted as saying that 
he is greatly surprised at the course taken 
by certain Madrid-newspapers in charging 
that gross corruption exists in the military 
administration in Cuba. Doubtless, he says, 
there have been some abuses, but these 
have been remedied whenever they became 
known. In proof of this the captain gen- 
eral gives instances of his dismissal of 
several judges for fraudulent practices in 
the purchase of horses and mules in the 
last campaign in the Pinar del Rio prov- 
ince. 

General Weyler says he expects to put 
an end to the rebellion in the Havana dis- 
trict within the next fortnight, and to ac- 
complish the pacification of the island to 
the Jucaro trocha, in the Matanzas prov- 
ince, long before the rainy season sets in. 
The entire’ situation, General Weyler 
thinks, presents an exceptionally good as-

tion is now necessary.

‘He says he had stopped near Richland 
to collect a bill and was sitting in his 
buggy, when a negro hit him in the head 
with an ax, knocking him out of the ve- 
hicle. Another negro then ran up and 
the two went through him, taking what

“One of them asked if he should hit him 
again, when the other replied: ‘No, he is 
dead now.’ 

‘Mr. Moore says that after the negroes 
had gone he got out of the ditch and 
walked into Richland, where he had his 
wounds dressed. There he has been ever 
since under treatment and exhibited to The 
Constitution’s man nine pieces of bone, 
which he says were taken from his head. 

‘He says that he is going on to Atlanta 
in the morning and wil) go to a hospital.

THEIR CUSTOMERS. 


——— 


Must Sign Written Agreement—Pur- 
chasers To Get Credit Must Teli 
the Amount of Their Salary. 


The Atlanta Retail Grocers’ Association 
held its second meeting last night at 14 
North Broad street. 

A big crowd was out, and the assocta- 
tion took up very important matters re- 
lating to the retail trade here in Atlanta. 

“Tt ig an astonishing fact,’’ said Presi- 
dent Broyles, ‘‘that the grocers of Atlanta 
do an extensive retail business on the 
credit plan, and yet go at it so blindly. 
In every other kind of business except 
the retail grocery there is a regular system 
emplcyed, and only in the most excep- 
tional cases is there any departure from it. 

A strange man walks into a_ grocery 
store and asks for credit, and as things 
are now, the merchant has no possible 
way of ascertaining whether the appli- 
dant is reliable or not, but let a merchant 


go into a wholesale house and ask for 


the same courtesies, and he is compelled 
to give the very best of references, and 
then sometimes they do not take him. 
The same plan, or something similar, 
should be pursued by the retail grocers 
of Atlanta, for if this method is good in 
great matters, it is proportionately good 
in small ones. ; 

‘This is just what the association is 
after,’’ continued Mr. Broyles, “and we 
wish to assure the people that the grocers 
not striving t» develop a _ collecting 
system to hound down the delinquents, 
but in place of it to protect the trade 
against those who not only live on the 
groceryman, but likewise on the public. 
It is this element that the Atlanta Retail

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Grocers’ Association is going to fight, and 
there will be no collection agency attach- 
ed to the association or any methods

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Senator Wolcott’s Mission. 

We regret to observe that some of our 
republican contemporaries are engaged 
in the unnecessary work of throwing 
cold water on Senator Wolcott’s author- 
ized mission to Europe for the promo- 
tion of Dimetallism. They declare that 
bimetallism is a fraud 
invented for the purpose of fooling the 
people—“‘letting the public down easy,” 
as one phrases it—and that now, having 
served its purpose, it is folly to.revive 
either the issue or the hopes that may 
be based on it. 

Indeed, they go farther thau this, and 
proceed to expose some of the interior 
workings of party intrigue that may 
serve to throw light on future devyelop- 
ments. They say that Mr. Wolcott de- 
livered a tory speech during the Vene- 
zuelan debates, and that he now wants 
to go to Europe to receive his reward. 
This comes, mind you, from prominent 
republican organs, and they more than 
intimate that Mr. Wolcott’s tory speech 
will be followed by his action in prac- 
tically dealing a death blow to interna- 
tional bimetallism. | 

We have not been any too sure of 
Senator Wolcott’s political honesty or 
his anxiety for bimetallism of any kind 
since his tory speech, which came as 
a surprise to the whole country; but we 
are not prepared to believe that the 
republicans propose to make the people 
desperate by blasting their hopes in the 
vile manner that has beeh outlined. 

We prefer to give them the credit of 


good intentions, and await develop- 
ments, bearing in mind the fact that 


the gold standard has received a sudden 
and an unexpected set-back in Russia. 
The Russian minister of finance, M. 
de Witte, argued that the interests of 
Russia would be best promoted by the 
adoption of the gold standard. Iie 
had his plan mapped out and ready to 
<o into operation. But many of the 
Russian financiers were not blind to 
the effect the gold standard would have 
on the people and the business interests 
of the country, and they protested. 
‘The czar was induced to consult M. 
Meline, the French premier, who is an 
ardent Dimetallist, and the result was 


the shelving, temporarily at least, M. 
de Witte’s plan for establishing the 
gold standard in the east. To this 


fact is due the cessation of the demand 
for gold in Russia and the cessation of 
gold exports from this country. 

This, therefore, we are disposed to 
regard as a temporary victory for the 
cause of bimetallism, though it may be 
merely a shrewd card played by the Eu- 
repean bankers to prevent too great a 
Strain on the United States treasury. 
Consequently, we refuse to assist the 
republican organs in blackening the rep- 
utation of their own party. Until 
events show to the contrary we shall 
prefer to believe that the republicans 
meant something when they pledged 
themselves to use their best efforts to 
promote bimetallism. We shall prefer 
to believe that Mr. McKinley is acting 
in good faith when he authorizes Sen- 
ator Wolcott to proceed to Europe to 
look over the ground and see what ar. 
rangements can be made for an interna- 
tional conference that shall mean some. 
thing. We shall prefer to believe that 
Mr. Wolcott himself, in spite of his tory 


speech, is sincere in his desire to restore | 


Silver to its old place. 

It is already known that France 1s 
ready to enter into an international 
agreement, and this fact will give Sen- 
ator Wolcott something to work on. M. 
Meline, the French prime ministea 
who is a protectionist, has demonstrat- 
ea to his own satisfaction that a high 
tariff cuts a small figure under the gold 
Standard; that a customs tariff ceases to 
be effective when the gold standard is 
constantly Deating down prices. 

This being so, it is of immense im- 
portance to the republicans to secure 
international bimetallism. If they 
should levy high ctistoms duties and 
these should fail to raise prices under 
the gold standard what, then. becomes 
of their theory of protection? Why, 
their party would go to pieces like a 
house of cards in a whirlwind. 


An Important Measure. 

There is now pending in congress a

Heads of Departments Begin Their An- 
nual Cash Hunt. 


AFTER FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Several Departments Will Want 
Increased Appropriations, but 
Deficit Must Be Met First. 


Now that the general council of 1897 has 
been organized and begun its work the all- 
absorbing question with the heads and 
attaches of the several city departments is 
as to the annual appropriation to be made 
for the support .and maintenance of the 
respective departments. 

The annual scramble for large apportion- 
ments has begun and the members of the

council finance committee and the mem- 
bers of the body generally are being be- 
sieged by advocates of {Increased appro- 
priations. The heads of the departments 
have prepared estimates and calculations 
as to the amount of money required to 
run the departments for the year and all 
declare that they cannot get along with a 
dollar less than the amounts asked for. 

But the indications appear to be that 
some, at least, of the department officials 
will be forced to operate their departments 
on reduced apportionments instead of in- 
creased ones. The fact that the city will 
lose $140.000 in revenue this year-by reason 
of a reduction of taxes, as pointed out by 
retiring Mayor King and Mayor Collier, 
has already been urged as a reason for a 
reduction of the expenses of the city gov- 
ernment and to meet the deficit stringent 
measures will be taken fn making out the 
new apportionment sheet. 

The finance committee will soon get to 
work on the. matter and until the next 
meeting of the council the city officials 
will be clamoring for the apportitonments 
asked by them. The finance committee 
will probably meet during the latter part 
of next week and the apportionment sheet 
will be made up to be reported to the next 
meeting of the council to be held on Mon- 
day, the 18th. City Comptroller Goldsmith 
always begins work on the sheet a week 
before the finance committee meeting and 
he submits to the committee an estimate 
of the receipts of the city for the year, and 
also an estimate of the needs of the several 
departments. By long experience and 
study of the matter his recommendations 
are nearly always adopted, he knowing 
about what may be expected for the year. 

When the comptroller submits his estl- 
mate to the committee it then goes over 
the several items and the committee makes 
what changes in the apportionment 
amounts are desired. As yet nothing has 
been done in the matter of .arranging the 
sheet and the members of the finance com- 
mittee have not taken the matter up. 

No Plan Proposed Yet. 

Chairman Peters and Mayor Collier held 
a short conference yesterday and discussed 
several matters, among them the appor- 
tionments to be made, but until the work 
of closing up the business of 1896 has been 
finished little will be done. When asked 
how it is proposed to reduce the expenses 
of the city so as to meet the deficit caused 
by a reduction of taxes from one and one- 
half to one and one-quarter the head of 
the government and the chairman of the 
finance committee stated that no definite 
plan can be suggested until the estimates 
of the receipts and the probable expendi- 
tures are figured on. 

Mayor Collier and Chairman Peters will 
at once “begin an investigation of the ac- 
tual condition of the several departments 
of the government and when the finance 
committee meets next week the result of 
their investigation will be made known to 
the committee. Other -members will iook 
into the matter and they say that when 
the apportionments are made every de- 
partment will be given as much as ds.pos- 
sible consistent with the c@ndition anda 
resources of the city. 

It practically certain that during the 
year very little work of a public improve- 
ment nature will be done. The mayor 
called attention to the inability of the 
city to spend very much’money on street 
work this year and by reason of the deficit 
in receipts from last year it probable 
that but few streets will be improved. 

The heads of the several departments 
will submit their estimates to the proper 
officials in a few days.and the work of 
arranging the apportionment sheet will be 
commenced.

Circuit To Be Composed of Memphis, 
Atlanta and Other Cities. 


MR, PRINCE TELLS OF HIS BIG SCHEME 


He Says the Circuit Riding Contests 
Will Bring the Fast Riders from 
All Over the World. 


Mr. John S. Prince, one of the best known 
sporting men in the country, and for sev-

world, is in Atlanta.

mer and his plans have been laid before 
local amusement men with a prospect that 
they will be accepted. 

Mr. Prince hails from Memphis. He 
organizing the southern bicycle coliseum 
circuit, to be of four of the 
principal cities—Memphis, Nashville, Atlan- 
ta and Birmingham. It is proposed to 
bring off a series of cycle races in those 
cities during the summer months, The 
circuit will be managed by Mr. Prince and 
he says that the fastest riders in the world 
will be seen. on the tracks of each city. 

The circuit has already been arranged in 
Memphis and Nashville and Mr. Prince 
hopes to complete the work in Atlanta In 
a few days, adding this city to the circuit. 
With that purpose in view, he was in con- 
sultation with a committee from the At- 
lanta Amusement Company, the company 
which is building a bicycle track at the ex- 
position grounds. and will again confer 
with the committee today. From Atlanta 
Mr. Prince will go to Birmingham and he 
will arrange for the construction of a track 
in that city, and place Birmingham in_the 
circuit, completing it, as stated. 

Mr. Prince is well known in Atlanta. He 
has visited the city many times, and he was 
welcomed by many friends yesterday. He 
and Mrs. Prince are registered at the Ara- 
gon. When seen last night the well-known 
rider and all-round sporting man explained 
the purpose of his visit and the plans of 
the circult. He said: 

Mr. Prince Tells of His Plans. 

“We are arranging for the south some- 
thing never before undertaken in this sec- 
tion. I am arranging a southern bicycle 
circuit and came to Atlanta to put the 
city in the circuit. I have organized the 
circuit and built tracks in Memphis and 
Nashville, and intended to construct a 
track in Atlanta, but find that some of your 
citizens are putting in a track at the expo- 
sition grounds. I have conferred with the 
local committee and explained my plans 
aud. think there will be no difficulty in 
making the proper arrangements for the 
city to be-in the circuit composed of the 
cities of Memphis, Nashville, Atlanta and 
Birmingham. The recent races at Mem- 
phis and Nashville have demonstrated be- 
yond a doubt that the people of the south 
want to see bicycle races, and we propose 
to bring to this country some of the fast- 
est wheel riders in the world.

Just before the adjournment of court At- 
torneys Rosser and Thomson, representing 
the county board, appeared before Judge 
Lumpkin and gave nogice that the decision 
would be carried on a fast bill of exceptions 
to the supreme court, asking that in the 
meantime the judgment be suspended. 

Judge Lumpkin acceded to the request, 
as it was shown that if the judgment re- 
mained in force the horses and 
other belongings to the department would 
be sold, and in the event the supreme court 
should reverse the decisicn the property 
would have to be purchased again, which 
would be expensive. Judge Lumpkin grant- 
ed the commissioners ten days in which to 
file their bill of exceptions, which, if done 
within the time granted, will suspend the 
operation of the judgment until the de- 
cision is passed upon in the supreme court. 

Attorney Lewis W. Thomas, representing 
the plaintiffs in the case, was also present 
at the time the request for suspension 
was made, and he urged that the judgment 
take the regular course, insisting that if 
the department was without the authority 
of law it was wrong for it to be maintained

Atlanta’s Finest Arrested 12,241 Men, 
Women and Children Last Year. 


ONE IN EVERY FIVE WAS DRUNK 


Nearly One-Half of the Arrests Were 
of Persons Between 20 and 30. 


NEW SUB-STATION HOUSE IS BADLY NEEDED 


The Southwestern Section of the City 
Is Too Remote To Depend on 
Headquarters. 


Atlanta’s policemen made 12,241 arrests 
last year, or an average of thirty-three 
a day. The year before they made more 
than 14,000 arrests, but then that was expo- 
sition ycar, and there were three-quarters 
visitors here.

age than is usual in cities, and the expla- 
nation is found in the strictness of At- 
lanta’s laws in regard to closing barrooms 
at 10 o’clock at. night. 

Just about one-fourth of the 
were of persons under twenty years old. 
About one in sixty-two were under twelve 
years of age. Chief Connolly’s statistics 
show that the most lawless age is be- 
tween twenty and thirty. Almost one-half 
of the arrests made in the year 189 were 
persons more than twenty and less phan 
thirty. Morn arrests were made of boys 
and girls between fifteen and twenty 
than there were of men and women be- 
tween thirty and forty. The number arrest- 
ed between fifteen. and twenty. was 2,374, 
and 2,193 between the ages of thirty and 
forty were arrested. After men and wo- 
men pass the thirty year mark they be- 
come better citizens, and after they reach 
forty those who are left are very much 
more on their good behavior, or it may be 
that the vicious thin out rapidly between 
thirty and forty. The arrests of persons 
above fifty last year numbered 637, or 
just about the same number arrested be- 
tween the ages of twelve and fifteen. 

Atlanta’s police force numbers 162 men 
in all, counting drivers, stablemen, tele- 
rraph signal operators and all branches. 
The chief says that there ought to be 
more men for night duty. He has forty 
now, and needs twenty more, because 
it is hard to find a patrolman at night, 
except in the heart of the city or at the 
Station house. 

Chief Connolly recommends the building 
of a new station hou in the southwest- 
ern section of the city. This is an -evi- 
dence of Atlanta's growth. It does not fol- 
low that the present station house is too 
small to hold all the prisoners, but it is so 
for away from some parts of the city 
that a patrolman would rather walk a 
prisoner out beyond the city limits and 
turn him loose than bring him in to an 
alarm box and wait for a wagon to come 
from the Decatur street station heuse. 

When a city reaches the point where 
sub-station houses have to be erected it 
can truly claim to be metropolitan. 

The city detectives recovered 
goods during the year valued at $28,000. 
his report Chief Connolly says: 

“The total amount of appropriation to 
the department was. $140,730. Total amount 
of expenses, $140,688.36, leaving a balance 
of $41.64. 

“The total number of arrests made dur- 
ing the year was 12,241, which is 1,949 less 
than in 189. There were 3,224 persons ar- 
rested under twenty-one years of age, 
and 2,313 arrested for drunkenness. The 
total amount of money collected and turn- 
ed over to the city treasurer was $17,009.95. 
The number of officers and men on the reg- 
ular pay roll of the force at the end’ of 
the vear was as follows: One chief, three 
captains, one sergeant of detectives, stx 
Sergeants of police, three station house 
keepers, nine detectives, 108 patrolmen, one 
Officer in charge of police barracks, six 
wagon men, three mounted call men at 
police headquarters, two officers on regu- 
lar duty at Grant mark, two. turnkeys, 
one recorder’s court bailiff, two Oakland 
cemetery guards, one chief operator sig- 
nal system, one lineman signal svstem, 
two signal system operators, one clerk in 
Office of chief, one clerk in detectives’ 
Office, two engineers, three janitors, three 
hostlers, making a total of 162 men.

The Chicago and Northern Pacifie did 
cut the rate on its three lines for the ex- 
treme distance of twenty-one miles to 5 
cents a trip, thus meeting the street car 
fare. Twenty-one miles for 5 cents is not 
profitable, and the trains ure not paying 
expenses. 

The Chicago and Grand Trunk has sharp 
competition from the electric lines. and it 
has announced that 5 cents fare will be 
good for ten miles out. With this an- 
nouncement goes the statement that if the 
revenue does not pay, the suburban trains 
will be taken off. That. of would 
be a calamity to the towns more than ten 
miles Out which have no streét car lines. 

This electric car competition is going to 
be a live question with the steam roads 
entering Atlanta before many years.

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Office Force of Two Roads Will Move 
into It February Ist. 

The Seaboard Air-Line’s new depot along 
the Western and Atlantic railway tracks 
is nesring completion, and by the end 
of this month will be ready for occu- 
pancy. Both the Seaboard and the West- 
ern and Atlantic will the depot for 
freight.

for tracks. Traffic Manager J. M. Brown 
and General Freight Agent Harman may 
move from the Equitable to the Austell 
building, but this has not been settled.

The new depot will cost, zround and all, 
When finished, something like $300,000. The 
Seaboard began buying the land about 
three years ago. After the site was 
quired, the project was not pushed until 
lest year, when times improved. The Sea- 
boara and the Western and Atlantic have 
a trafic alliance, and they are handling 
immense quantities of freight. The West- 
ern and Atlantic will require the larger 
part of the warehouse for its traffic, and 
it will load and unload in the east end of 
the depot, while the Seaboard will use the 
lower end. Ever since the Seaboard came 
into Atlanta it has had its freight depot 
at Inman Park, and it had to haul its 
freight by drays from that point into 
the city. After it gets into its new house 
it will stop draying, avd will be conven- 
iently located.

In Competition the Former Win, but 


the Public Loses. 
In the desperate fight which is going on 
in some of the large cities between the 
steam roads and the trolley lines for 
suburban passenger business, the passen- 
ger is getting the worst of it.

AN OLD INVENTOR’S GAME. 


As the days and years roll on, one is more 
and more convinced that the old adage of 
every trade having its tricks is unmiti- 
gated fact. | 

Of course some trades have more tricks 
than other trades, and if the story an old 
gentleman. unreeled to the writer in the 
Kimball rotunda one day last week is 
not airy fancy, the trade of inventing 
things wins the pretzels. 

“See this,’’ exclaimed the 
reaching into his coat pocket and fetching 
out a small instrument which seemed to 
cross between a condle snuffer such 


old inventor,

as our grandmothers used to have and a 
pair of shears. ‘“‘What do you think it is?’ 

I candidly confessed that my mental ap- 
paratus was unequal to the effort. 

“It’s a horse clipper and a very good one, 
too. I have made more than $5,000 from 
the sale of county rights for that little ar- 
ticle and expect to make more: And still 
it costs more than twice as much as it selis 
ror.” 

“How do you make anything out of it, 
then?” I anxiously inquired. 

“Just in this way,’ he said, settling him- 
self back in a comfortable position and 
bringing the tips of his fingers together 
in an oracular manner. ‘Our trade is a 
bunco game clear through. Of course lI 
wouldn’t say thiis to you but for the fact 
that you have not enough money to buy 
a package of cigarettes, much less a county 
right. 

“I get $100 for each county right that I 
Sell for that clipper and furnish one dozen 
clippers to the buyer at $6 a dozen. ‘1 in- 
Struct him to sel] them at 75 cents each. 
They cost me $24 a dozen. I] have them 
made in New York, but the purchaser of 
a county believes that I have a factory of 
my own. In fact, I carry printed sta- 
tionery with me representing myself as the 
agent of a large factory in Newark, N. J. 
I offer to furnish the clipper from the fac- 
tory at $6 per dozen. They are a bargain 
at 75 cents and sell readily for that price. I 
never sell more than one dozen with the 
right, though. If more are wanted they 
must be ordered from the Newark factory. 
Before an order can be sent and the goods 
returned I collect my $106 and depart for a 
less volcanic part-of «ne country.” 

“I should think that when your client, or 
victim, sends on an order and fails to get 
it filled he would put che law on you, have 
you arrested and sent up.”’ 

“Not at all. I have a pal in Newark at 
the address given who receives that order. 
My partner returns the money, with a po- 
lite letter, saying that on account of hard 
times and short oiders the factory has 
closed down, but will reopen at some fu- 
ture day. He advises the purchaser to 
have the clippers manufactured by some 
local company and promises to let him 
know when business reopens.”’ 

“And does that satisfy your victim?” 

“Always. Of course we don’t monkey 
With any buzz saw arrangements. Reading 
human nature is the principal qualification 
for my business, and I would not offer to 
Sell a right to an experienced business man, 
sesides, it is only among the jay class that 
[ can find any one fool enough to pay $100 
for the county right for an article of which 
probably not more than 100 at the most 
would be sold. Of course in thickly settled 
counties, or in eounties that contain a 
large city, such as Fulton, it would be safe 
to pay such a sum if everything else was 
all right. jut sometimes I sell a state 
right. I sold Georgia less than ten davs 
ago to ® man in Macon for $1,000,” and a 
Satisfied smile wreathed the old gentle- 
man’s features. . 
“How did you ever happen to become an 
inventor?’ 

“Well, it’s an odd story. It was twenty 
years ago that I found myself right here in 
Atlanta out of a job and without a penny. 
Up to that period in my life I had lived 
a sort of gypsy life, working at first one 
thing and then another, and making very 
little anywhere or anyhow. JI remember 
that a constant source of trouble to me 
was the string of my necktie slipping up on 
my collar. The thought occurred to me 
that a small loop behind fixed to the shirt 
would remedy the matter.

ready-made shirts, but I had never seen a 
shirt with one there. The idea was simply’ 
a passing thought, and nothing was farther 
from my mind than to have it patented. 

“IT came into the Kimball rotunda one 
afternoon, and finding a comfortable seat, 
placed myself in a restful position and im- 
mediatey buried my sorrows in the chap- 
ters of a blood and thunder novel. 

“After a few moments an old, gray head- 
ed gentleman sat down by me. He was evi- 
dently a countryman, and like many of his 
kind. could not resist the impulse to en- 
gage in conversation. Something about the 
weather broke the ice, and as I was willing 
to leave the adventures of Young-Man- 
Afraid-of-His-Shadow for the old gentle- 
man’s gabble, he sailed in. He told me 
that he lived somewhere in Kentucky; that 
he had two boys and three giris; that his 
girls were pretty, and that. if I would go 
home with him he would give me the pret- 
tiest one. Then he told me that he was 
an inventor and speculator in patents: that 
he had a churn he was selling state rights 
for, and that a trade for Georgia was al- 
most concluded. Without thinking of gell- 
ing it, I mentioned the fact that I had an 
idea which might be patented. Instantly 
he pricked up his ears like an-old fire horse 
at the sound of the bell and said: 

“If it’s any good F’ll buy it from you.” J] 
told him what it was and said that if he 
would go around to my room with me I 
would sew one on a shirt for him. He did 
so and—I am as deft a needleman as any 
old sailor—I put a loop on one of my shirts. 
He asked me if I would take $150 for the 
idea. I said yes, of course, for I had not a 
penny and was very hungry.

Captain Kempton refused to 
Whether charges had been made 
him or not, and did not eonfirm 
any of the reports. 

“The matter has gone so far.” said a 
prominent officer of one of the best com- 
panies in the city, “that I do not see how 
the governor can ignore the case. It is a 
well-known fact, especially among the mil- 
itary men of the city, that the different 
companies in Atlanta are sadly in need of 
reform and that a little discipline would be 
most beneficial. I do not say that Captain 
Kempton is guilty of these very grave 
charges, but I do say that if he is, his case 
should be made a-lesson to other officers 
who are every day violating the military 
law. If a court martial is held it will be 
interesting. I believe that Governor Atkin- 
son is the very person to purify the military 
organizations of Atlanta,”’ 

A courtmartial is something that the av- 
erage civilian knows very little about, and 
just here it might be well to mention a few 
of the prominent features of such a court. 

In the first place, any officer or private 
may be courtmartialed for any breach of 
law, and by any breach is meant any vio- 
lation of the civil law, or for conduct un- 
becoming a soldier or a gentleman. Any 
member may also be tried for conduct 
prejudicial to the good order or military 
discipline of a company. 

An officer only may be courtmartialed for 
false muster. This offense is dealt with in 
certain paragraphs in the ‘‘Rules and Reg- 
ulations of War,’’ which govern both the 
United States troops and the state militia. 

An officer may be tried only by a general 
courtmartial and this consists of not less 
than five nor more than thirteen commis- 
sioned officers and the judge udvocate. 

Where it is possible, the board of officers 
who sit in courtmartial should be equal in 
rank with the officer tried, but this feature 
is not necessarily compulsory. 

The ranking officer is the president of the 
court and the judge advocate’ general is 
the secretary or recorder. 

The court is entitled to a sergeant-at-: 
arms and a stenographer and the members 
sit in uniform. ‘The court meets at 9 
o’clock and adojurns at 3, unless it ‘s other- 
wise instructed. A court of this charac- 
ter has all powers of a civil court to sum- 
mons witnesses. and to try them for con- 
tempt if they refuse to testify, even thoug 
they be civilians. A courtmartial has not 
the power to try civilians for other of- 
fenses. 

No place is designated where the court- 
martial shall be held, but it is customary 
to hold it at the capitol. 

These are not all of the prerogatives and 
powers of a military court, but. in the main 
these are the prominent features and show 
at a. glance why the members of the At- 
lanta Artillery have been so quiet when 
they claim their grievances have been so 
aggravated.

Judge Lumpkin Decided an Interesting 
Case Yesterday on a Certiorarl. 


DECISION AGAINST THE cITY

Section of the City Code Conflicts 
with the Constitution and Im- 
perils Liberty of Citizens. 


Judge Lumpkin yesterday decided that 
& person cannot be arrested for refusing 
to pay drayage, as his arrest and incar- 
ceration would bé in Violation of the con- 
Stitution, which expressly declares that 
no one can be imprisened for deht.

HIS TESTIMONY IS ADMITTED. 


Spalding Will Testify This Morning 
in Flynn Case Against Litigation. 

The Flynn will case occupied the entire 
day in the superior court yesterday,. and 
testin ony will be introduced this morning. 
The case will probably consume several 
days before the end is reac! ed. 

Yesterday just before the hour ad- 
journment was reached, the argument re- 
garding the testimony of Executor Spald- 
ing was concluded, and Judge J.vumpkin 
announced his ruling. Judge Lumpkin 
stated that Executor Spalding could tes- 
tify to any facts that came to him after 
he had refused to: serve as counsel in the 
case and could make public anvtning he 
learned: while not acting in the capacity of 
ecunsel, 

The testimony of Executor Spalding was 
brief. but he testified to several matters of 
much importance in the case. He stated 
that he had talked frequently with Mrs. 
Flynn and that the will was drawn up and 
executed in the same manner and making 
the same provisions as he had understood 
she desired.
